Air ride is illegal and youre 
not allowed to run a car with a lowest 
point that's less than 9cm from the 
tarmac. Tread carefully if you plan on 
driving because the local Police are 
rumoured to dish out 2/3rd’s of their 
annual fines over the course of the two 
week show period.
